1. Claims 1,3-12,14-20 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of the claims is that prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest the particular 
combination of the seat tension assembly as presented in the independent claims 1,12 and 20. 
Major emphasis is being placed upon the provision of plurality of springs arranged in an offset 
pattern to prevent tipping of an actuator in combination with other limitations of the said claims 
and their dependent ones.
